‘Students of Louvain University Compel Manager of 


Theatre to Withdraw Objectionable Film. 


Louvain.—The students of the Uni- 
versity af Louvain, incensed at the 
Suggestive posters advertising a 
photoplay of dubious morality, sent a 
delegation to the manager of the 
theater requesting him not to pre- 
sent that film. On the plea that the 
board of film censors had given its 
approval to the picture, the manager 
refused. 

The refusal having been communi- 
cated to the students, they decided to 
boycott the place and to keep the 
movie amateurs out of the theater 
upon the nights the objectionable film 
was to be shown. Armed with 
whistles and reed pipes they massed 
more than a thousand strong along 
the near approaches to the theater, 
opposing a living barrier to all who 
attempted to reach it.

The city police ordered to disperse 
the turbulent crowd were unequal to 
the task. Whenever the patrolmen 
succeeded in opening a passage to an 
aid patron of the playhouse who 
ared to brave the hissing and hoot-

rending the air and shaming the 
would-be patron of the show. On com- 
ing out later on, he was hailed with 
another such salute.
